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NEW CHURCH BUILDING AT 
LINDALE, GEORGIA 


This beautiful church building 
was completed and dedicated last 
September. It is situated on the 
main highway just south of the Lin- 
dale village, the very best location 
the church could wish for. We have 
not reported this until now as we 
wanted to be out of debt. This 
building is valued at $12,000 and 
by the help of the Lord, His people, 
and our friends, it is paid for. 

The first money raised for build- 
ing was $1,009.75, last April. A 
thousand dollars was raised in May 
and we started the building June 7. 
For several months then we raised 
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more than a thousand dollars each 
month. The church is completely 
furnished and is heated by the lat- 
est Holland furnace, with an elec- 
tric blower. We have a full-sized 
basement with a small auditorium, 
17x36, anda piano for Sunday 
school, prayer meeting, L. W. W. 
B. or Y. P. E. service, and five other 
Sunday school rooms 8x18. We al- 
so have a nice room furnished for 
the pastor’s office. The main audi- 
torium will seat four hundred peo- 
ple, including the choir (the choir 
seats seventy-two). The  furnish- 
ings for the church amounted to 
$848.89. This includes curtains for 
the rostrum and the choir, carpet 
for the altar and pulpit, pulpit 





furniture, a grand piano, desk for 
Sunday school secretary, bookcase, 
and furniture for the pastor’s of- 
fice. 

Rev. H. T. Durden is our pastor. 
He and Sister Durden are truly la- 
borers together with God. Interest 
has greatly increased and we have 
good crowds. God surely meets with 
us. It has only been God’s he!p and 
Brother Durden’s faithfulness and 
loyalty to God and His great cause, 
with the cooperation of the church, 
that has made it possible for this 
good work to be accomplished in 
the past nine months.

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Vanity Carried Over

Sometimes we hear complaints and 
even sermons based on the alleged vanity 
of the ladies of today as exemplified by 
their extravagant dress and their practice 
of wearing long fingernails shellacked in 
various shades, and painting their toe- 
nails, and frequently switching the color 
of their hair, etc., etc. The Prophet 
Isaiah in the Old Testament had an equal- 
ly pessimistic tone about the way the la- 
dies of Biblical times fixed themselves 
up. If all this fixing up has been going 
on since then, our disapproval, if any, 
wouldn’t have very much effect upon 
the situation, would it? At least I 
haven’t seen much of it. Of course, we 
know that a “new heart” from God will 
work wonders. We favor the ladies going 
as far as they like in the matter of adorn- 
ing themselves. Sometimes it may be gild- 
ing the lily, but we think in most cases 
there’s room for improvement. However, 
we must admit that we are not experts in 
matters of this kind. Our attention is at- 
tracted to a lady who is overdressed or 
underdressed, but we can never tell when 
she has hit a happy medium. In reading 
Isaiah, I was surprised to learn that the 
ladies of his time wore many things that 
are fashionable among the women of to- 
day. Isaiah referred to tinkling orna- 
ments about their feet which we suppose 
correspond, to a certain extent, to the 
anklets some of the ladies are now wear- 
ing with probably a gentleman’s phrase 
inscribed thereon with a sweet sentiment 
such as “I Love You” or something simi- 
Jar. 


Isaiah also speaks of cauls, round tires 
“like the moon,” chains, bracelets, muf- 
flers, bonnets, leg ornaments and head- 
bands, rings, nose jewels, wimples, 
stomachers, crisping pins, hoods, veils, 
and girdles, and all these things in one 
form or another can be found on ladies 
of today. A caul was a net for the hair; 
a tire, a headress; a muffler, a covering 
for the lower part of the face, neck, or 
the head. A wimple was a covering laid 
in folds over the head, around the chin 
and neck, and it was revived not long 
ago among the ladies. A stomacher in 
Isaiah’s day was the lower part of a 
lady’s bodice, and a girdle was a cord 
she tied around her waist to secure her 
dress. Today: a girdle is an altogether dif- 
ferent article. It is a rubber arrangement 
which a lady wears to abate any abdomi- 
nal tendency to assume the contour of 
a basketball. A crisping pin was an orna- 
mental bag or satchel in which we imag- 
ine the Biblical ladies stowed all their ex-

cess baggage, as is the practice of today. 
The old-timey pocket in the depths of 
the skirts for our grandmothers is not 
good enough for them, possibly because 
they no longer wear skirts of that sort.

Our ladies do not 
wear jewels in their noses. They wear 
them in their ears, just to be a little more 
modest, I suppose.

They 
put on everything but the kitchen stove, 
as some say. Not only that but they were 
haughty and walked with a mincing gait 
and stretched-forth necks and wanton 
eyes. This pictures some of the ladies we 
have seen lately, especially the mincing 
gait. It is somewhat difficult for a lady 


to walk otherwise in some of the current 
shoes. Naturally, we wouldn’t notice 
any wanton eyes and we hope and trust 
all of our gentlemen readers are the 
same. We also hope that those of our 
gentlemen readers who are unmarried 
have received valuable information on 
this little topic. No doubt some of them 
have been going through life thinking a 
stomacher is a tonic and that a wimple 
is something you must not mention in 
polite circles. No wonder the “preacher” 
said there is nothing new. Who could 
have guessed that women’s vanity of to- 
day wasn’t new; but, that all ladies ever 
since the world existed have carried on 
practically the same “fix-ups”? Can you 
imagine that?

Psa. 72:8, 11. “The Lord shall be king 
over all the earth: in that day there shall 
be one Lord and his name one,” Zech. 14: 
9. “And there was given Him dominion, 
and glory and a kingdom that all peo- 
ple, nations and languages should serve 
him,” Dan. 7:14. 


We have now come far enough along 
the path of history that this prophecy no 
longer seems unreal or fantastic. Decades 
ago, Tennyson sang of the “Parliament 
of the World.” Woodrow Wilson 
dreamed of an Europe produced king of 
a “League of Nations.” The failure of 
that abortive attempt to bring in world 
peace was not because nations should not 
be bound together but because they were 
not all bound together and not strong 
enough. It is very apparent today that as 
long as individual nations are allowed to 
go their individual ways with selfishness, 
pride and murder in their hearts, there 
will always be strife and war. The 
“united nations” now are bound together 
to win the war against the Axis nations 
and to “win the peace,” as they say. This 
doubtless means to guarantee continued 
peace.

ernment. History is about to meet proph- 
ecy. 


One feature about a united world now 
unseen by men and nations, is that there 
is to be one man who will be the ruler 
over these nations. Mr. Churchill recent- 
ly remarked in Washington that even the 
genius of a Napoleon could not govern 
all phases of this world war. A controll- 
ing committee or council is as far as he 
envisions. He evidently does not antici- 
pate the coming of the man of sin, giv- 
en superhuman powers by Satan himself. 
But one man (Satan’s man, the anti- 
christ) will attempt to rule the whole 
earth for three and a half years; and one 
man (our Christ) will rule the whole 
earth for one thousand years. This per- 
sonal return of Christ to rule the nations 
of the earth is something entirely outside 
of the conception of world rulers today. 
But prophecy stands absolutely sure, as 
America was here before Columbus dis- 
covered it.

spears: let the weak say, I am strong. 
Assemble yourselves, and come, all ye 
heathen, and gather yourselves together 
round about: thither cause thy mighty 
ones to come down, O Lord,” Joel 3:9- 
11. “I will call for a sword upon all the 
inhabitants of the earth, saith the Lord 
of hosts. For the Lord hath a contro- 
versy with the nations, he will plead 
with the nations, he will plead with all 
flesh; he will give them that are wicked 
to the sword,” Jer. 25:29-31. 


From these prophecies we learn two 
things: that there will be war right up 
to the coming of Christ to rule over the 
earth, and that literally all nations of 
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the earth will be involved, war will not 
end war. Until the end, wars are deter- 
mined. Dan. 9:26. The last war will be 
the world war against Christ. Christ 
Himself will vanquish the warriors and 
win the peace,” establish and maintain 
peace on the earth. We had hoped that 
America could stay out of war. But his- 
tory has interpreted and _ confirmed 
prophecy, and now we know that “all 
nations” does not mean all nations of 
Europe or of the old Roman empire, but 
literally all nations of the earth.

Coming a little closer back toward our 
day and hour we find from prophecy 
that the man of sin who will assume 
world government will be a_ powerful 
figure who will arise among the ten- 
kingdomed confederacy of the revived 
Roman empire, destroy three of those 
kingdoms and take over the rule of the 
whole. “I considered the horns, and, be- 
hold, there came up among them another 
little horn, before whom there were 
three of the first horns plucked up by 
the roots. The ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that shall arise: 
and another shall rise after them; and he 
shall be diverse from the first and shall 
subdue three kings.” Dan. 7:8, 24. He 
then becomes the antichrist who will 
rise up against Christ and be broken 
by Him. Dan. 7:25, 26; 8:25; 9:27; 11: 
45. 


This appearance and rule of antichrist 
in turn involves the formation or re- 
construction of the old Roman empire. 
Dan. + and clearly reveal that that 
empire will exist, be taken over by the 
antichrist and then be destroyed by 
Christ’s return. That empire includes 
Asia Minor, North Africa, the Balkans 
and Greece, Italy, Spain, France and Eng- 
land. It excluded Germany, Russia and 
Asia. There are scriptures (Ezek. 38 and 
39) which intimate that there will be a 
titanic conflict between the antichrist 
and the Roman empire and all these na- 
tions which lie outside of the Roman em- 
pire. How far is it till history meets 
prophecy in this regard? 

This meeting envisions the separation 
of Italy and Germany, the subduing of 
Germany by Russia, the formation of a 
superstate excludes Germany, Russia, and 
Asia, and a final uniting of those ex-

If this is lacking, shun 
it as a serpent. It is merely an anes- 
thesia for our souls, to last until we 
wake up in the flames of hell.

“WISE WORDS” 

“Never a man so spake.” 

It’s very easy to want to be an orator, 
an eloquent speaker, and I think it only 
wisdom to try to learn good English, and 
to speak clearly. But good English can be 
lifeless. Yes, it is possible for “great 
swelling words” to be “clouds without 
water.” “Wise words are scarce.” “He 
that hath knowledge spareth his words” 
and “a fool is full of (empty) words.” 
One little boy said his mother could talk 
on any subject. Another said, “That’s 
nothing, my mother can talk without a 
subject.” A man of words and not of 
deeds is like a garden full of weeds. A 
man can say too much on a good sub- 
ject. Truth exaggerated is weakened. 
“Let your yea, be yea: and your nay, 
nay: lest ye fall into condemnation.” 
Many sermons would shorten _ like 
stretched rubber released if all the useless 
words were left out. 

They are forcible. ‘‘How forcible are 
right words but what doth your arguing 
reprove (prove) ?” At the home of a meek 
and quiet old man while his faithful dog 
lay before the fire two men came in and 
waxed warm in an argument over re- 
ligion till the disturbed dog began to 
howl. Then the good old man gave the 
dog a light kick, telling him to just 
keep quiet because he didn’t know any 
thing about it, that they did. How 
forcible were these few words, ‘The 
baptism of John: was it from heaven, or 
of men?” 

They are pleasant. “Pleasant words are 
as an honeycomb (the Hebrew—an over- 
flowing, dripping one), sweet to the 
(very) soul, and health to the bones.” 
Pleasant words never give anyone the 
heartache, headache, or backache. A 
tongue is not steel, but it will stab in the 
back if turned loose. A word before is 
worth two after. 

They are appropriate. A word (fit- 
ly) spoken in due season how good is it: 
it is like David’s stone, it is sure to hit 
the spot. The right word, at the right 
time, at the right place, and in the right 
spirit always paralyzes the devil. Silence 
is better than a word, illustration, or a 
sermon out of season. “Even a fool, when 
he holdeth his peace, is counted wise.” 
Better a good word than a battle. 

They are comforting. Isaiah’s tongue 
was learned (touched with a live coal 
off the altar) and he was interested in 
the comfort of others. See chapter 40: 
1-50:4. Better say nothing than noth- 
ing to purpose. ‘““Never a man so spake.” 
“A bruised reed he will not break.”

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NEWS FROM INDIA 


Dedication of Church at Papana- 
sum 


We have written you something about 
the work in Papanasum, which is about 
ninety miles from here, the nearest sta- 
tion in the Tamil field from headquar- 
ters. For weeks we had been looking for- 
ward to going there to dedicate our new 
church building. Wood needed for it had 
been sawed here in Travancore, and pre- 
pared for the roof, doors and windows, 
then sent there by rail. Our son, George, 
had made two trips by car to see about 
getting the roof on the church. 


On the morning of November 14 
Brother Cook, Brother Case, George and 
I set out to go there by car. It rained 
most of the way, so it was very hard for 
George to drive but we made the trip 
in about four hours’ time. We are thank- 
ful that we had good weather all the 
time we were there. The church is one 
to be proud of—a fine stone building 
with tiled roof, but it already seems that 
it will not be large enough for the grow- 
ing work there. 


From the first meeting to the last one 
on November 16 we felt the Lord’s pres- 
ence in our midst. I did enjoy hearing 
the believers sing, for they sing so much 
better than our folks here in Travancore. 
Why, even small children seem to have 
music in them; one little fellow, seem- 
ingly not more than four years old, kept 
such good time with either cymbals or a 
tambourine. The first night Brother 
Case gave a good message on “The Cross 
of Christ.” 


The church is on one of the main roads 
of the town and folks passing by gathered 
in, some of them Hindus, who listened 
attentively. At this place we were re- 
minded of our dear Chacko, the former 
pastor who recently went on to his re- 
ward, one of our Bible students who 
built up the work there. Another student 
who is temporarily in charge is doing a 
good work. He can now speak more flu- 
ently in Tamil than in his native tongue. 
Memories of our dear Aleyamma, one of 
our women workers who laid down her 
life there, were brought to us as we 
passed the cemetery where she was laid 
to rest. The seed sown by these and 
others is bearing fruit. 


Brother Cook spoke of the time when 
he first went to Papanasum. At that 
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time there was but one family and he 
wondered if it would pay to go, but in 
that first meeting a number of Hindus 
raised their hands for prayer, so he was 
encouraged. There are several teachers 
and other young people in this church. 
Some of the people of the church are em- 
ployed in the cotton mills and in other 
ways earn money, so the work is partly 
self-supporting. 


The church promised to pay half for 
the building, the Church of God paying 
the other half. They still had an indebt- 
edness to be raised, so after the last meet- 
ing Brother Benjamin, our secretary for 
that field, tried to get pledges to pay 
off the indebtedness. Brother Case was al- 
so helping some. Rs. 180 was to be raised 
and the people were cheerfully subscrib- 
ing but when it got to almost half that 
amount, it seemed that more would not 
be given. Then Brother Case stepped up 
and in true Church of God style pled 
with them to raise the whole amount 
that night. He doubled the pledge he had 
made (and we know that meant sacri- 
fice) and others began to add to their 
pledges till the amount came up to Rs. 
100. Brother Case then asked one young 
man who had said earlier in the meeting 
that he would give something but would 
not state the amount, what he would 
give. After asking how much was lack- 
ing, he said he would give that. We 
surely did praise the Lord after that. 
Those of you dear ones who have a share 
in this good work can praise the Lord for 





this lighthouse in the midst of this town 
of Hindus and nominal Christians. 

Sunday afternoon there was a baptis- 
mal service when seven followed the 
Lord in baptism. Brother Benjamin re- 
mained there for two days and wrote us 
as follows: “We had the Lord’s supper 
on Tuesday night. During the course of 
the meeting two people—a man and a 
woman—decided to follow the Lord in 
water baptism, so we stopped the meet- 
ing then and there, went to a tank 
after nine p. m. and baptized them. They 
also joined with us in the Lord’s sup- 
per.” 

Please pray earnestly for Papanasum 
and for the work in other parts of this 
field. 


Revival at Station Kottarakara 


Up to 1926 we had our headquarters 
at station Kottarakara; though the Lord 
has worked in this church fren time to 
time in a special way, yet it has been in 
a state of lethargy for some time. One 
reason for this is that they have had no 
regular pastor. A few months ago we 
sent one of our evangelists to live there 
and work. He began to visit the homes 
of all the members and to get them to 
co-operate in cottage prayer meetings 
and open-air meetings, etc. A revival 
began and for the past two months it 
has continued, growing in intensity.

We have been hearing about large 
numbers being saved and they have been 
requesting Brother Cook to come and 
baptize the converts. Last week we re- 
ceived a post card from one of the con- 
verts urging Brother Cook to come so 
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last Sunday we went, giving them a sur- 
prise visit. As we arrived we saw that the 
place was about three-quarters full and a 
testimony service was going on. They 
were having those recently saved to tes- 
tify. The first one we heard was that of 
an old man who was saved the night be- 
fore in the meeting. He had been coming 
to the meetings and that night broke 
down, confessing his sins. It was touch- 
ing to see tears of joy flow down his 
cheeks. 

Then a number of people testified, 
some testifying that they have had this 
joy for the past week, one since the pre- 
vious Wednesday night, and so on. One 
was just a small boy of perhaps seven or 
eight years. There seemed to be a so- 
lemnity on the gathering and a sense of 
the Lord’s presence. They told us that 
the night before the church was packed 
out and they were expecting a larger 
crowd for the evening service that day. 
This is one of our largest church build- 
ings, too, holding about 300 or more 
when well packed. 

They tell us that about seventy alto- 
gether have been saved in this revival and 
we believe the end is not yet. Even 
though the testimonies were not long, we 
had to cut that part of the service short 
for the messages and then all the new 
converts were asked to stand and repeat 
together, “Hallelujah. Victory through 
the blood of Jesus.” That was a touching 
scene. 

Two of our humble workers are help- 
ing the worker here in this revival; they 
led in the singing, sometimes dancing 
for joy. I spoke a few words from 1 
Peter 2:2, ““As new born babes, desire the 
sincere milk of the word, that ye may 
grow thereby.” Then I started to speak 
from the last part of John 10:10, “I am 
come that they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abundantly.” 
Brother Cook then spoke up, saying, 
“That is the verse I am going to speak 
on,” so it surely was the message the 
Holy Spirit wanted for these new-born 
babes in Christ. I did not say much more 
but left Brother Cook to complete the 
message. 

We took two of our women workers 
with us and left them there to help for 
a week or more in house visiting, prayer, 
etc. We want to see these new converts 
sanctified and filled with the blessed 
Holy Spirit.

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Question: Please explain Matt. 13:24- 
30. I meet people who take a stand on 
this scripture that we should separate or 
remove tares out of the church and I 
have always believed in keeping the 
church clean, but really, I would like to 
have the above scripture explained.— 
Mrs. R. W. 

Answer: This is the second in a series 
of seven parables of the Master on the 
kingdom of heaven. We are fully aware 
of the teaching that this represents the 
Church, but there is no scripture to jus- 
tify such a position. On the contrary, 
in the beginning of the parable Jesus 
says, “The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man which sowed good seed in a 
field,” not “the Church of God is like un- 
to,” etc. This parable from verses 24-30 is 
interpreted by our Lord in verses 36-43. 
Particularly in verse 37 He explains, “He 
that soweth the good seed is the Son of 
man; the field is the world, the good seed 
are the children of the kingdom; but the 
tares are the children of the wicked one; 
the enemy that sowed them is the 
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devil; the harvest is the end of the world; 
and the reapers are the angels.” Thus the 
interpretation is given and is very clear. 

The kingdom of heaven and_ the 
Church of God are two entirely different 
things, the consummation of the Church 
being in the rapture; but the kingdom 
of heaven, as here discribed, is the same 
as that which was seen in the vision of 
Nebuchadnezzar and described by the 
prophet Daniel, Dan. 2:44, 45, “And 
in the days of these kings shall the God 
of heaven set up a kingdom, which shall 
never be destroyed: and the kingdom 
shall not be left to other people, but it 
shall break in pieces and consume all 
these kingdoms, and it shall stand for 
ever. Forasmuch as thou sawest that the 
stone was cut out of the mountain with- 
out hands, and that it brake in pieces the 
iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, and 
the gold; the great God hath made 
known to the king what shall come to 
pass hereafter: and the dream is certain, 
and the interpretation thereof sure.” 

All of the seven parables of Matthew 
13; namely, the sower, the tares among 
the seed, the grain of mustard seed, the 
leaven, the hidden treasure, the goodly 
pearls, and the dragnet, prefigure and 
explain the coming of this same king- 
dom. 


Question: Please explain 1 Cor. 7:36. 
What is meant by “the flower of her 
age” and who is the man “him” and “he” 
in this verse?—J. L. W. 

Answer: There seems to be little reas- 
on why this scripture cannot be plainly 
understood, but lest what we should 
say should be considered strictly as an 
interpretation, we wish to call attention 
to two other versions of the Bible. 

First, the American Standard Version, 
1 Cor. 7:36, “But if any man thinketh 
that he behaveth himself unseemly to- 
ward his virgin daughter, if she be past 
the flower of her age, and if need so 
requireth, let him do what he will; he 
sinneth not; let them marry.” Then let 
us look by way of comparison at the 
Syriac Version, 1 Cor. 7:36, “But if any 
one thinketh that there is reproach, on 
account of his maiden (daughter), be- 
cause she hath passed her time, and he 
hath not presented her to a husband, 
(and) it be fitting that he present her; 
let him do what he desireth, he sinneth 
not; let her be married.” The remaining 
part of the seventh chapter of 1 Co- 
rinthians may be read keeping in mind 
that the virgin referred to is a daugh- 
ter, as is also shown in the two versions 
cited, and it will be very easy to under- 
stand. Verse 38 in the King James Ver- 
sion, upon which the question is based, 
verily clarifies the entire passage. “So 
then he that giveth her in marriage doeth 
well; but he that giveth her not in mar- 
riage doeth better.” According to Orient- 
al custom, no one could give a virgin in 
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marriage except her father. 

By the term “flower of her age” is 
meant the age of womanhood. This pass- 
age affords no consolation to a guilty 
conscience.
